Allow me at the outset, in my own capacity and on behalf of the Government 
of the Sudan, to express our sincere appreciation and gratitude for the outstanding 
work undertaken by the United Nations and the United Nations Mission in the 
Sudan (UNMIS) in supporting the Government of National Unity in implementing 
the Comprehensive Peace Agreement by performing the tasks stipulated in the 
Agreement in conformity with Security Council resolution 1590 (2005) and the 
agreement between the Government of the Sudan and the United Nations concerning 
the status of UNMIS. 

As you may well be aware, the Government of the Sudan has candidly, and in 
a transparent manner, worked with all parties to honour its commitments towards 
the full implementation of this agreement. It is incumbent on me here to recognize 
the fruitful cooperation that has existed throughout the phases of the 
implementation. It is evident that the presence of UNMIS was pivotal to the process 
of the implementation in all fields. 

As we are coming to the end of the interim period as stipulated in the 
Comprehensive Peace Agreement, and with reference to Security Council resolution 
1978 (2011), which extended the mandate of UNMIS in the Sudan up to 9 July 
2011, I have the honour to convey to Your Excellency the decision of the 
Government of the Sudan to terminate the presence of UNMIS as of 9 July 2011.
